WASHINGTON — Even before 
violent demonstrators forced law- 
makers out of the U.S. Capitol, 
Wednesday was unfolding as one 
of the most extraordinary days in 
the nation’s seat of government. 

Republican lawmakers 
mounted their first official chal- 
lenge to Joe Biden’s presidential 
election win, objecting to state 
results from Arizona as they took 
up President Donald Trump’s 
relentless effort to overturn the 
election outcome in an unusual 
joint session of Congress. 

Outside, demonstrators tried to 
shove their way into the Capitol, 
scuffling with police, after a fiery 
rally near the White House in 
which Trump prodded his sup- 
porters to march to Capitol Hill.

Violence overtook the U.S. Cap- 
itol on Wednesday afternoon, 
when a mob of people loyal to 
President Donald Trump stormed 
the building, halting Congress’ 
counting of the electoral votes to 
confirm President-elect Joe Bid- 
en’s victory as police evacuated 
lawmakers from the building in a 
scene of violence, chaos and dis- 
ruption that shook the core of 
American democracy. 

The sergeant-at-arms, the top 
security official at the Capitol, 
announced that the building had 
been secured around 5:40 p.m.
